They wtire. temperate and 
polite in manner, but about th"irdetermin- 
ation thrrc could be no mistake. They set 
a guard, of three* or fours in turn, to keep 
watch over the compass, and see that the 
ship's head was kept in the direction of the 
haven they looked for. T:.o weather was 
haffliftg, 
and the passage was tediou*. 


The cniitain intended making for Cork, but 
missed the harbor in a fog, and had got as 
far as Ballycctton, but having fallen in 
with a Cork pilot, beat back again ; so that 
at length, after a' voyage of fourteen days, 
the ship anchored in the m-in-of-war roads. 
As faft as possible, the whole band got

AMKUICAN GEOGRAPHICAL AND "STATIS- 


TICAL SociElT.—At the last meeting o, 
this Society in New York, Mr. John hy 
read a paper prepared by Mr. D. 0. King 
of this city, who was prevented by ill-health 
from jwrsonal appearance. T ha N. Y. pa- 
pers give the following brief report: 


Immense tracts of waste land are to be 


found in Siam. 
All emigration of the Cool- 


ies from China which would people these 
plaint is ligorously prohibited by China. 
In many portions of Siam, elephants take 
the place of horses, and can be bought for 
873 per head. 
In the northern part ofSi- 


om is the ancient capital of Cambbdin, of 
which no trace is left, except an immense 
temple which »as suffered to remain by 
the Cochin Chinese when they took the 
country, on account of its sacred character. 
A magnificent stone causewap, one-third ol 
n mile in length, leads through an orna- 
mental entrance to 
tho tfmple, which 


is composed of three quadrangles—the low- 
er one is 200 yards square, wifh a double 
row of ornamented pillars; and elaborately 
ornamtnled entrances at the {-orneis and 


ble state of preservation, standing alone in 
the jungle is built of.gray sandstone with- 
out any wood or iron in its composition. 
The blocks of stone are filled to each oth- 
er with great precision, and the whole is 
covered with carefully executed bas-reliefs 
of Ilondhist idols. 
On the eastern veran-' 


dab a square tablet of black marble has 
been let, into the wall, covered with writ- 
ing, which very likely is a record of tie 
erection of the temple, but it cannot be 
read, 
tn botany and natural history, Mr. 


King found nothing specially new. 
The 


reputation for reptiles which Siam has is 
undeserved in all his travels. Mr. ICing 
yaw only four small snakes. 
But insect? 


are numerous and very troublesome. The 
birds ol the country are mostly of the 
" wading specie's." 


This temple, and a large lake describee 


by Mr. King have never before been visit 
by any one except the natives. Tbis lakt 
U supposed to be nearly double the Lake 
Champlain.
